CHANGES IN CHHLS’ COMET. 


Spectroscopic observations of the g reat 
comet, m ade by Commander Sampson a t 
the N aval Observatory, W ashington, Octo­ 
ber 15th and 16tb, showed tbe rpcctrum to 
consist of three bamlB. 
The b rightest 
band was iu the m iddle . : thegr. on, nearly 
corresponding to the “ B ” lin e s; the sec­ 
ond was in the orange yellow ; the th ird a t 
the m iddle of the biue. 
The m iddle band 
was very bright, and sharply defined on 
the least refrangible side. 
The ether tw o 
bands were of about equal brightness, b u t 
were m uch fainter than th e m iddle band. 
Like it, tfcerr brightest portions were near 
the 
least 
refrangible 
side. 
No 
band 
sharply 
defined 
on 
both 
sides 
could 
be 
m ade 
out. 
Th:s 
spectrum 
is 
quite 
unlike 
the one 
observed 
w hen 
the com et was nearer the sun—a spectrum 
bright 
and 
continuous, 
w ith 
m any 
bright bands, among which the sodium 
bands were particularly prom inent. 
In 
th e spectrum of O ctober 15ih and 
16th 
there was no trace of th e sodium band. 
I t 
was found th a t when tho brighter portions 
of the bands were removed as fsr as pos­ 
sible from the field of view, th e fainter 
portions were seen to extend them selves 
into an 
alm ost 
continuous 
spectrum . 
\ \ hen the tail of the comet near the nucleus 
was exam ined, it was found to consist of a 
faint continuous spectrum , w ithout an y 
bright bands. 
The explanation of th is 
great change in the spectrum is, th a t 
when the com et was iim exam ined, ju s t 
after it had 
passed 
th e sun, the con­ 
tinuous spectrum was 
due to reflected 
light, while tbe bright bands were due to 
the incandescent vapor formed by th e in­ 
tense heat of th e sun, 
The com et bas 
now so changed its position w ith regard to 
the sun th a t the am ount of refi cted lig h t 
has greatly dim inished, and the com et 
itself has greatly cooled after its hot b ath 
m the atm osphere of the snn. 
The beauti­ 
ful silvery appearance cf th e comet is a t­ 
tributed to the preponderance of green 
light which it em its, as show n by its spec­ 
trum . 
To account for the apparent separa­ 
tion of the nucleus cf the comet into th ree 
or more parts on several days w ith subse­ 
quent consolidations, th e hypothesis baa 
been advanced th a t th e nucieus is no t a 
sing.e body, bnt is m ade up of a cluster o l 
independent parts, w ith a motion am ong 
them selves. T ee discovery by Dr. Schm idt, 
a t A thens, O ctober S’h, of a sm all com et 
near the great comet, and pursuing th e 
same general course, tends som ew hat to 
confirm th e hypothesis of a broken or 
cluster 
nucleus.—(Scientific A m erican.

in the views of the politicians. 
The latter 
will then at once begin to ste that Protec­ 
tion is not what it has beeD represented, 
and they will open their minds for the ad­ 
mission of new light with quite a charming 
frankness and freedom from prejudice. 
And certainly it is time the working classes 
comprehended their own interests better.

The veteran journalist • and politician 
who has just passed away at a ripe old 
age was an exception to what seems the 
rule, namely, the comparatively early de­ 
cease of American public men- 
For while 
his own age—eighty-five—cannot be re­ 
garded as very great, he had long survived 
nearly if not quite every one of his con­ 
temporaries, and stood alone, the last re­ 
maining representative of an almost for­ 
gotten generation. 
5 et he had not lived 
long enough to witness the abolition of 
those political methods’of which he was so 
complete a master, or to recognize the evils 
which result from them; and it is a 
curious and significant fact that one of his 
last recorded utterances was an expression 
of almost enthusiastic belief in that spoils 
system which the American people are now 
beginning to see the necessity of putting 
an end to. 
Thurlow Weed has often been 
styled the Nestor of the American Press. 
He was a fairly able journalist, bnt he cer­ 
tainly was not a great one. 
His forte, and 
that which in reality procured him the 
great influence and reputation he so long 
enjoyed, was political management. 
He 
was a born political manager, and this is 
an occupation which demands talents and 
faculties not at all necessarily connected 
with journalistic ability. 
He used his 
journalistic faculty as an auxiliary agency. 
His important work was done by other 
methods. 
There was a period when he 
was so potential in politics that he could 
make Senators and Congressmen, andalmost 
Presidents. 
After having served a couple 
of terms in the Legislature of New York, 
he steadily refused to accept any office. 
He had the ambition to be a King maker, 
but he bad no ambiticn to hold office per­ 
sonally. 
The political management to which his 
beat years were deToted was a work de­ 
manding rare capacities. 
The grt at party 
manager in those days was necessarily 
much more of a diplomatist than at pres­ 
ent, when the “ machine” takes so much 
work off the hand3 of the leaders, and 
when the latter depend mainly upon an 
intimate familiarity with its operations. 
In Thurlow Weed’s maturity party leader­ 
ship demanded much more skill of intel- 
lectural fence. 
He was a man of naturally 
clear and well-balanced judgment. 
He 
held firmly to a few broad patriotic prin­ 
ciples. 
His mental affinities were liberal. 
He was in short a natural Republican. His 
political training however made it im­ 
possible that he should be a reformer in 
his latter years. 
He had gone through the 
great storm of the rebellion, and had stoutly 
upheld the Union colors to the end. 
But 
in so doing he had became more than ever 
convinced of the omnipotence of party 
discipline and machinery, and he had also 
come to regard the Republican party as 
somehow entitled by unwritten prescrip­ 
tion to all the political rewards and all the 
political power. 
A man who owed his 
education almost entirely to his unaided 
efforts, and who was trained in a political 
school of a rough and ready character, he 
was prepared to make the machine do 
everything that machinery could do, and 
was perhaps too much accustomed to hold 
that the end justified the means. 
Personally, however, he was not corrupt. 
His career was in the main unselfish, 
and from his standpoint it was public 
spirited. 
His political vision was clear 
during the active portion of hi3 life, and 
he was a safe and sound adviser. 
He had 
mixed so constantly with men of all grades 
oi ability that he became an emphatically 
good judge of character and capacity. 
With a mind peculiarly fitted by nature 
for the performance of the work he most 
delighted in, he was able to suggest and 
to carry cut combinations which wculd 
have been altogether beyond the work of 
ordinary politicians. 
His special function 
was that of a "power behind the throne.” 
He preferred to stand in the background, 
being perfectly satisfied with the con­ 
sciousness of his power. 
And the facul­ 
ties which he exhibited are by no means 
common, though party managers may be 
supposed to be as thick as blackberries. 
The good political manager must be a man 
of tact, above all else. 
He must have ab­ 
solute command of himself. 
He must be 
not only keen-witted, but he must be 
able to read the thoughts of ether men, to 
penetrate their 
motives, to conciliate 
prejudices, to harmonize conflicting ele­ 
ments, and to guide his party through 
swarming obstacles, steadily in one direc­ 
tion. 
1 he man who can do these things 
has abilities which would fit him for great 
military achievements if he were a soldier, 
and which would make him a great diplo­ 
matist if he followed that career. 
All 
these things Thurlow Weed could do, and 
because he could do them he obtained al­ 
most unprecedented influence in the poli­ 
tics of his period. 
But the misfortune of the political man­ 
ager’s occupation is that it leads men to 
repose too much confidence in machinery, 
and eventually causes them to neglect 
principles, and to make partisan success 
the “ be-all and the end-all” of their en­ 
deavors. 
And Thurlow Weed did not es­ 
cape this tendency. 
In his old age, when 
he had withdrawn from politics, he stili 
adhered to his early admiration for the 
“ machine,” and it is only a few weeks 
since he wrote a letter declaring that Civil 
Service reform was in his opinion perfect 
nonsense, and that the spoils system was 
the most admirable and precious thing in 
American politics. 
This was said in all 
sincerity. 
We are not at all disposed to 
criticise such utterances harshly, but they 
must be cited because they show that 
Thurlow Weed after all belonged to a po­ 
litical stage which in the opinion oi all 
educated, patriotic and intelligent Ameri­ 
cans, must be promptly eitingais’ned, if 
the country is to prosper. 
For all his be­ 
lief in the “ machine,” however, he was a 
man of perfectly pure purposes, and patri­ 
otic dispositions. 
He did his duty well 
according to his lights, and he exercised 
his great influence always for the advance­ 
ment of wbat he believed to be, and what 
for the most part were, advanced princi­ 
pies. 
He was a colleague of Horace Gree­ 
ley in the old days ; before the firm of 
Weed and Greeley was dissolved through 
the Tribune editor’s resentment at what he 
considered a betrayal of his personal inter 
e3ts. 
Yet Greeley has been dead so long 
that even the mention of his name sounds 
strangely unfamiliar, and the generation 
which succeeded him has settled down 
solidly intc its place. 
The career of Thurlow Weed will always 
bz an interesting study. 
He will always 
be remembered as a man of great ability, 
and as one who performed real and consid­ 
erable services to his country. 
But the 
philosophical student of history cannot fail 
to recognize the fact that he was also one 
of the founders of that pernicious system 
of “ Bossistn ” which has just sustained so 
severe a rebuke at the hands of the Ameri­ 
can people, and i: can hardly be doubted 
that the old Warwick most have felt a csr- 
tain bitterness and sense of defeat in his ; 
last days, at the wreck of the system which 
he had done so much to e-tibiilh, and 


w hich he regarded to th e very end a s the 
final expression of political wisdom and 
statesmanship. 
In this weakness of his he 
will Berve as a useful example, but in his 
patriotism, energy, uneelfishni ss, and free­ 
dom from the taint of venality, hie career 
may well be taken as a model by even the 
moat radical of political reformers. 


THE 
SHIPPING 
C O H M iriE T . 


The Joint Select Congressional Commit­ 
tee, appointed to investigate the cause of 
the decline of American shipping, has re­ 
solved, according to a dispatch, to report a 
bill removing all obstructive legislation. 
If this means anything we suppose it 
means a recommendation for the repeal of 
the Navigation laws, and all the laws which 
interfere with the free development of the 
mercantile marine. 
It the committee has 
really resolved upon this it has had its 
eyes opened by the late elections, for cer­ 
tainly no Republican Committee his ever 
before even suggested such radical reme­ 
dies. 
But there is no room for question 
as to the wisdom of. the course indicated. 
The decay of the American shipping inter­ 
est has occurred mainly curing tho as­ 
cendancy of the Republican party. 
The 
rebellion hastened and extended the mis­ 
chief, but it had begun before that. 
The 
tariff and the general course of Republican 
legislation during the past twenty years 
will bo held responsible for it. 
And when 
figures and facts are brought forward it 
will be seen that the responsibility is a 
very great one. 
By the enactment of a 
code of law3 each as no other power pre­ 
tending to civilization has ever attempted, 
the Republican party has literally driven 
the American flag from the ocean. 
In 
1800 American vessels had 06 per cent, of 
the carrying trade of the world. 
In 1S82 
American vessels had les3 than 15 per 
cent, of the same trade. This is what the 
so-called protective tariff and the Naviga­ 
tion laws have done for us. 
If the Repub. 
ltcan party is ever to rise from its wreck it 
will have to give the country proof that it 
has seen the error of its way s in this 
among other things, and the ninety days 
during which it will Btill retain legislative 
power in Congress could not be better em­ 
ployed than in removing the obstructions 
which for nearly a generation have stifled 
and paraly zed our shipping interests. 
It 
has been estimated by David A. Wells 
that the annual loss to the country from 
this one source amounts to 8100,000,000. 
This enormous loss has been imposed upon 
the nation for.no possible end but the 
doubtful and restricted benefit of a few 
ship-building firms 
on the 
Delaware. 
Surely it is time that so great a wrong 
should be remedied.

The Examiner labors under a mistake in 
regard to the significance of the late elec­ 
tion in this State.

They committed themselves to the 
most specific and well-defined anti-iail- 
road measures. 
They told the people 
exactly what they were prepared to do 
against the 
corporations, whereas 
the 
Democrats at San Jose confined themselves 
to generalities. 
The campaign was made 
upon this one issue. 
No others cut any 
considerable figure in it. 
And it follows 
inevitably from the result at the polls 
that the people of California have declared 
themselves not in sympathy with the anti­ 
railroad cry. 
The Examiner simply talks 
nonsense when it says that the late elec­ 
tion was a “ rebuke” to the Central Pacific 
Railroad.

ARAB .’3 
DEFENSE. 


Arabi’s European counsel are preparing 
a defense which is calculated to embarrass 
his judges considerably. 
They maintain 
that under the laws of Egypt he cannot be 
convicted of rebellion unless it can be 
shown that he was in defiance of the Sal­ 
tan’s orders ; whereas, they claim, the de­ 
fendant had tbe authority of the Sultan for 
everything he did. 
Bnt they go further 
than this, and assert that Arabi cannot 
even be shown to have disobeyed the Khe­ 
dive, for that the latter indorsed his pro­ 
ceedings almost to the last. 
This second 
argument may perhaps be met with the 
assertion that the Khedive was under com­ 
pulsion, and in fact acted in duress, when 
he indorsed the riotons and arrogant pro. 
ceedings of Arabi. 
The consideration 
about the Saltan will be much harder to 
meet, however, for it is well known that 
documentary evidence exists showing that 
the Commander of the Faithful was actu­ 
ally pitting Arabi on the back, and en­ 
couraging him to go on and upset the 
Government of Egypt, at the very time 
that the aforesaid Sultan was negotiating 
with Lord Daffertn for the issuance of a 
proclamation declaring Arabi a rebel, and 
for the dispatch of Turkish troops to 
Egypt- 
The position of the Saltan will in 
fact be made exceedingly disagreeable by 
the developments of Arahi's trial, and un­ 
fortunately for him he has no power to 
stop those developments, unless he can 
persaade the English Embassador at Con­ 
stantinople that it is worth while to put an 
end to the farce of Arabi’s trial. 
In that 
case Arabi would probably escape punish­ 
ment altogether. 


T h e J e w s h a r p . — What sort of a jury 
was that which decided, in the United 
States Circuit Court at Philadelphia the 
other day, after four hours of solemn de­ 
liberation, that a jewsharp is “ capable of 
producing a succession of 
harmonious 
sounds,” and therefore fit to be classed 
among musical instruments ? The question 
came np in consequence of a dispute be­ 
tween an importer of jewaharps and tho 
Government as to the amount of duty to be 
collected on them. 
The 
Goverum int 
claimed that they were toys, and therefore 
entitled to pay 50 per cent., while the im­ 
porter claimed that they were what the 
twelve wise men decided they were. The 
strangest part about the ¡natter is that the 
decision was arrived at after an expert per­ 
former had performed “ The Heart Bowed 
Down,” “ The Skids Are Oat To-day,” 
and other equally delectable airs in open 
Court.

An inoision was then made in the epigas­ 
tric region. 
In order to render the coat of 
the stomach easily accessible, M. Felizet 
employed the following contrivance : To 
the end projecting from the man’s mouth 
he fitted a spherical vessel containing 
ether. This he heated by submersion in 
water of (XL temperature. The ether vapor 
rushing through the tube filled the stom­ 
ach, which, 
becoming distended, 
was 
brought forward to the wound effected by 
tbe operator’s knife. 
The spoon was thus 
readily found and extracted. 
It measured 
over nine inches. 
It had been accidentally 
swallowed by the man, a waiter at a cafe, 
in the attempt to imitate the feats of the 
famous sword swallower.—[Paris Corre­ 
spondence London Standard.

that rain would fail to the amount of .01 of 
an inch or more before sunset to day. 
The 
heavy storm at Mendocino on the evening of 
the 20;'n, that blew several ships ashore, and 
did other damage, was reported as being the 
severest storm ot Ih5 season, the wind blow­ 
ing with such force that it carried away the 
anemometer at the signal station at that 
point, at which time (noon of the 20tb) the 
observer reported the wind as blowing a hur- 
licane, the vel icity ( f which is from 80 to 150 
miles per hour.

is 32 pounds, and at the latter 112J pounds 
per square foot, which appears to De force 
enough to damage most anything except im­ 
movable objects.”
